THE EDUCATIONAL 
ASSOCIATION OF CHINA, 
pen Meee 
Dunixa the meetings of this Assciation 
which were held in Shanghai last May, 
public attention was largely drawn to 
the importance and. magnitude of the 
work being done in the various Church 
schools and célléges scattered. through- 
out China, Sessions were held for 
three days and a large variety of sub- 
jects pertaining to Educational work 
China were discussed. A well attended 
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at Council Hall presided over by 
Bir NJ. Bannen’ at which pro- 
minent local speakers drew attention | 
to the value of Educational work 
to the commerce, government, and 
reformation of China as well as to the 
special work of the Association. Many 
members who were in attendance were 
well known by their attainments in 
Chinese literature and by their long 
residence in the East. The member- 
ship is by no means restricted to the 
missionary schools but has representa- 
tives from most of the Government 
schools, and in all numbers about onc 
hundred and fifty. As the geueral 
Meeting is only held once in three years 
and cannot be attended by all the 
members, a Report is published which 
contains all of the papers read and 
a résumé of the discussions which 
followed. ‘This will be very valuable 
as a record in future time and will help 
to bring the results of the Meeting to 
the attention of the members who were 
not present, and to the geveral public. 

The Report makes a volume of about 
three hundred pages excellently printed 
by the Mission Press in Peking Road. 
It exhibits an amount of work having 
been dove which is surprising to 
those who have not before uoticed the 
plans of this Association. ‘The sale of 
the scientific books published realised 
during the triennium the handsome 
eum of $4,841. It is interesting to 
note that the sales for 1895, when 
China was realising her defeat in 
the Inte Jnpanese war, were more 
than double those of avy previous 
year. ‘This is but one of the evidences 
of an increased interest in all new 
matters which the Chinese are awaking 
to. ‘he Association also edits a 
Department in the Chinese Recorder 
mhich we notice from month to month 
in our columus. In it there are dis- 
cussions of various phases of education- 
al work and often papers of high scien- 
tific value euch as “New Experiments 
in Physics” which recently appeared. 
Among other work done there is a 
Publication Committee which passes 
upon all books which the Association 
publishes or anthurises aud endeavours 
to make the terminology uniform iu all 
the books, It is perhaps not known to all 
our readers that in Mathematics there are 
books translated in Arithmetic, Algebra, 
Geometry, Conic Sections, Hydrostatics, 
Trigonometry, Integra! Calculus, Mathe- 
matical Astronomy ; in Natural Science 
there are works on Auatomy, Physio- 
lopy, Chemistry, Botany, Physics, Geo- 
logy, Hygiene, Mineralogy, Zoology, 
etc; in History there are translations 
of Histories of Rome, Greece, Eugland, 
Russia, Europe, the United States, the 
Christian Church, etc, ‘The list of 
translations even carries one into such 
abstruse subjects ss Logic, Mental Phi- 
losophy, Moral Philosophy, Political 
Economy, and International Law. It 
is thus seen that there is at the pre- 
sent time abundant material in the 
Chinese. language to give students who

have no kuowledge of any foreign 


guage a liberal aud systematic train- 
ing in modern scientific subjects. ‘hese 
translated books are by no means 
primers treating of the radiments of 
the sciences, but on the contrary are 
such works as Ganot's Physics, Fre- 
seitiue’ Chemical Analysis, Bloxam’s 
Chemistry, Loomis’ Mathematical Series 
aud others equally well-known to the 
student of the West. ‘There has often 
been a tendency to smile at the 
large names assumed by some of the 
schools in calling themselves Colleges 
and Universities, but this has been 





done in ignorance of the work done 
and of the facilities at hand. It is 


safe to say that the Chinese student 
at the present time can acquire in his 


own language a liberal education on 
general aubjects ; but of course it is not 


yet possible for him to become a spe- 
cialist in any one line because of the 
fow books translated on any one sub- 


ject. If the Chinese Government would 


seek to give its young men a scientific 
training it has all the means ready for 
use and it would only need to procure its 


specialists and higher teachers from the 


West. It has been supposed by many 
that the Chinese language with its 
ideographic characters would not lend 
itself readily to the formation of 


scientific terms, and even in this Report 


we find the same idea expressed by 
some educators though we must con- 
fess it is from those who are teaching in 
However, the 
weight of authority seemed to be that 
the Chinese language formed an easy 
medium for the conveying of scieutific 
trath and that new terms were readily 
manufactered for new ideas in all the 
history of China, Dr, Fryer in his paper 


on “Scientific Nomenclature” exprossed 


the opinion that: “Not only does there 


exist nothing in the Chinese language 


making the reception of Western scien- 
tific ideas a matter hard to accomplish, 
but on the direct contrary there is a 
special adaptability for the purpose not 
to be found in any other language all 
over the world. There are a peculiar 
elasticity, expressiveness, and terseness 
in the written language of the Middle 
Kingdom through which it lends itself 
or accommodates itself to the reception 
of foreign ideas generally and to the 
formatiou of new but intelligiblescientific 
terms in particular.” ‘'bis opinion was 
endorsed by Dr. Mateer who has been 
more than thirty years in educational 
work in China. He says: “The idea 
that the Chinese language cannot be 
made to express the principles and 
technicalities of modern science seems 
to me a sheer absurdity.” When we 
remember the difficulties of our own 
English terminology, and that it is 
a curious combination of archaic Eng- 
lish with Greek and Roman terms 
intermixed, we have some sympathy 
with the idea expressed that the task 
of perfecting © good Chinese nomen- 
clature must be easier than to make a 
consistent and perfect English one. 

The range of subjects discussed in 
the papers printed in this Report shows 





that these promoters of a uew educa- 
tion in China are awake to all of the 
many phases of this great enterprise, 
Various kinds of schools—theologi- 
cal, medical, industrial aud scientific— 
are treated in special articles. At- 
tention is drawn to proper pedago- 
gical methods of imparting instruc- 
tion aud to the need of a study of 
child nature in China with its pecu- 
liarities, Even such subjects as the 
best kind of school architecture, the 
sanitary arrangement of buildings, the 
problem of how to treat girls with 
bound feet, the proper method of teach- 
ing vocal and instrumental music— 
these all show tho intelligent grasp 
which these earuest men and women 
have upon their wouderful task, As an 
illustration of the extent to which it 
is attempted to carry educational in- 
fluences we notice the opening of a 
Mnseum in the interior of the pro- 
vince of Shantung in the city of 
Chingchoufu. In this Museum’ are 
models of ulmost all the important 
modern inventions, ‘here is a well- 
finished working model of an electric 
railway, the model of an electric 
dredge, a circular sam, a pump, a 
sewing-machine, various interesting 
apparatus such as Wimshurst’s machine, 
hand dynamo, etc. a model of St, Pauls’ 
Cathedral, London, oue of » foreign 
grave-yard showing monuments and 
tombstones. In Natural History a full- 
sized western horse and all Kinds of 
stuffed birds ; andin agriculture a com- 
plete set of farming tools. ‘The success 
of such an undertaking and its immense 
practical benefit to all foreigners in 
China must be acknowledged when it 
is known that last year there were more 
than 100,000 visitors to this Museum,and 
that these came from people who would 
never have been otherwise influenced 
by Western civilisation, This is only 


one example of the beneficent influ- 
ence which the educators of China are 
exerting in all parts of the Empire. 
‘The direct results of the work of this 
Association must appeal tothe sympathy 
of all foreign residents and must interest 
all in its far-reaching aims,

A HAPPY NEW YEAR! 


News has been received of the death at 
Ningpo, on the 23rd instant, of H.E. 
Chang K‘uei-huan, Provincial Commander- 
in-Chief of Chékiang. 

Liv Cr‘t-suiinc, the Taotai-designate 
of this port, who had been to Soochow to 
see Governor Chao since the 26th instant, 
returned yesterday morning. He was met 
at the landing place at Sinza by alarge body 
of local officials and troops. 

Acconptxa to an Imperial edict of the 
‘24th instant, Sung Peh-lu, a Censor, had 
memorialised the Throne suggesting that 
during the triennial metropolitan examina- 
tions for the degrees of chujé and chinshih, 
the last day should be devoted to a special 
examination of the candidates as to their 
knowledge of modern politics, international 
law, and the best mode of reforming the 
empire at large, 

Iris reported in native commorcial circles 
at Wuhu, that a Japaneso syndicate has 
ordered to be built in Germany three river 
steamers of the China Merchants’ steamer 
Kiangkwan type to run between Shanghai 
and Yangtze river ports. ‘The agency of 
the new steamers it is further reported will 
be given to an English firm, and the now 
vessels will begin to run by April or May 
next. 

A Oanroxese  rice-exporting hong at 
Wuhu hat Hf failed for Ts. 8,000, the 
other day, the Canton guild and soveral 
of the largest firms in the same lino of 
business in that port, apprehensive that 
this would spoil the good name and 
credit of Cantonese generally, at once came 
to the rescue and paid up next day the 
whole of the bankrupt firm's liabilities. 

H.E. Wo Trxo-ranc, Minister-designate 
to the United States, was entertained at a 
banquet last week by Lit ‘Tactaj of this 

rt at the Zee Gardens, which had been 

lent for the purpose by Mr. Zeo Ti-san, 
the well-known silk merchant. H.E. may 
possibly start for Nanking this week to 
visit. H.E. Viceroy Liu, after which 
he will leave for Hongkong to spend the 
Chinese New-Year there. 


Li, the, acting ‘Tuotai of, this port, 
is reported to have received lately an 
urgent telegraphic despatch from H.E. the 
Viceroy Liu K‘un-yi commanding him to 
hand over his seal of office as soon as possi- 
ble to the Taotci~lesignate, Liu Ch4-hsiang, 
who is now waiting at the Kiangnan 
Arsenal to enter upon his new duties. Lit 
‘Taotai is given to the 13th of January to 
wind up his affairs here and betake him- 
self to his own post at Chinkiang. 


Ow1xe to the many creeks and inlets 
leading into the Hangchow river from 
Chap‘oo and Kahshing (Ch‘ap‘u and Chi: 
hsing) the Governor of Chékiang has san 
tioned the proposal of the Imperial Mari- 
time Customs’ Commissioner at Hangchow 
to establish branch Customs offices at Kah- 
shing and Chapoo, and in this manner to 
prevent the smuggling going on between 
those cities and Hangchow since the open- 
ing of the latter port to foreign commerce. 

Is addition to Mr. Liang Ch‘eng, as 
probable Minister to Germany, the native 
papers also mention another offical, this 
time a Manchu named Shuh Ch‘ang, an 
expectant Taotai of Chibli, like Lo Féng-lo 
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and Wu Ting-fang. The Emperor it seems 
is waiting for a reply from Germany with 
regard to a list of probable Ministers which 
was tent to Berlin for selection about a 
fortnight ago. Huang Chiin-hsien, the 
rejected Minister to Germany, is reported 
to be returning to the South to take up an 
appointment under his patron HLE. the 
iceroy Chang at Wuchang.

On the 19th the price re- 
mained at 29 15-16d., and although very 
Tittle business took ‘place, the tone was 
steady to firm, owing to the scantiness of 
supplies offered. 

Tho enormous projected increase of the 
Russian Navy, says a Berlin correspondent, 
is well worthy of note. The amount to be 
spent for this purpose up to 1906 is 
800,000,000 roubles. ‘The two triple-screw 
steamers’ Pallade and Diana, which are 
being built at the Franco-Russian Dockyard 
at St. Petersburg, and are to be ready 
shortly, have each 6,630 tons displacement 
and 11,610 horse-power, and it is expected 
that’ their speed ‘will be about 22 knots, 
The cost of each of them, without their 
armament, is estimated at 2,336,000 roubles. 
Russia has a strong fleet in the Baltic, 
another in the Black Sea, a third in the 
Pacific, and will soon have a fourth in the 
Arctic Ocean, as a port has been discovered 
on the Murman coast which is to be con- 
nected with Finland by railway.

ports on the Black Ses calling upon all 
naval officers on furlough, including pilots 
and boatswains, to hold themselves in 
readiness for active service.

The death is reported as having taken 
place on the 17th inst. at Rapallo, Italy, of 
Sir isdmund. Grimant Hornby, 50 well 
known for many years as head of the 
Supreme Court for China and Japan. Born 
in 1825 he was called to the bar in 1848, 
and began his public career as_ private 
secretary to his uncle, Mr. Henry Southern, 
while the latter was British Minister 
at Lisbon and at Rio de Janeiro. In 
1853 he was appointed one of the com- 
missioners to settle outstanding clams 
between Great Britain and America. 
Two years later the Foreign Office sent 
him to Turkey as British Commissioner in 
relation to the Turkish Joan. At this 
period Mr. Hornby also acted as judi 
cial assessor at Constantinople and arbi 
trator respecting supplies to the Army in 
the East. Lord Clarendon, then Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, selected him to orga- 
nise and administer the Consular Courts of 
the Levant, and in 1857 he wa. given the 
‘appointment of Judge of the Supreme Court 

Constantinople. His work in Turkey 
od him in good ‘stead when eight years 
later he went to China and Japan to under- 
take the work of organising the British 
Courts in those countries. “He acted as 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of China 
and Japan until his retirement in 1876. The 
enormous extent of his jurisdiction in the 
Near East may be gathered from the fact 
that he was once called upon to ty a 
charge of murder at Khartoum, and actual- 
ly got half-way there, but eventually 
turned back, being convinced that there 
‘Was no case to be decided. That he was 
able to get half-way, and was confident of 
completing his journey without hindrance 
shows how great is the difference between 
the state of the Soudan now ané then. 
Sir Edmund Hornby was a. lifelon: 
friend of the late Lord Hannen, anc 
accompanied him to Paris for the sittings 
of the Bering Sea Arbitration Court. 
The subject of arbitration was one that 
occupied much of his thoughts, and a few 
Years ago he wrote a pamphlet for the 
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Peace Preservation Society, advocating the 
establishment in Switzerland of a school or 
faculty of international law to be kept up 
jointly by the Powers. His last public 
utterance in segard to the Far East was ata 
dinner of the China Association.

| Very gloomy private accounts have 
| reached me of the failure of the food crops 
\{n the North-western provinces and a large 
area of Central India, and a scarcity such 
as has not been experienced for the last 
seventeen or eighteen years seems inevit- 
lable. Judging, however, from what has 
appeared in the daily papers, the Indian 

overnment are confident of their ability 
to avert such frightful consequences as 
marked the famine of 1877-8, and the vast 
development of artificial irrigation and 
railway communication since that time is a 
decidedly reassuring feature in the situation. 
One can only trust that the confidence which 
| is expressed in the present means of coping 
j with such a difficulty will be justified by 
events; and meanwhile the following ex- 
tracts from one of the letters I have 
roceived—written iy an English lady. 
may be profitably pondered by evoryboiy 
Interested in the condition of our Indiay 
fellow-subjects :— 

“Now, we are not responsible for the bad 
seasons, but we are responsible for enor- 
mous taxes—for the 4,000 per cent on 
salt, and for the heavy taxes on every 
article of food and clothing, whereby we 
habitually keep the poorer classes of India 
at the level of the barest subsistence. Thou- 
sands upon thousands of them never get 
more than one scanty meal per day... . 
We have been reproached with our famines. 
; It has been said that famine marks our 
jTule—and justly, for though we cannot 
|help the state of the people, we can 
stop export in time. But what are we 
doing? We have ‘ceased to augment’ 
the Famine Insurance Fund—that is the 
| Parliamentary phrase for borrowing from 
that ‘sacred trust” to pay for Chitral—so 
making food pay for powder! We con. 
fessed to actually borrowing fom that. 
Fund, but it has been represented that 
the borrowed sums have been partly repaid. 
But how about the ‘non-augmentation 7’ 
And how about export? If in the spring 
Giant Famine leaps upon us, every ear of 
wheat exported will appear to be what it is 
—the life of a man. Our taxes have 
fo sapped the very life of the people that 
they have no reserves of any Eind against 
the evil day—no reserves of money, and- 
what is worse, no reserves of physical 
vitality. They can but just keep them- 
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selves alive at the best. When famine 
comes they perish with a frightful promp- 
titude—as did the Irish from the selfsame 
cause in 1847, It is for this reason that 
any refusal or delay on our part to face the 
reality of the danger is so criminal.” 

Some commotion, says a home paper re- 
ceived by last mail, was caused at the 
north side of Ludgate Circus by a curious 
incident while the Lord Mayor's procession 
was passing on Monday. A Chinaman, of 
diminutive appearance, wearing the nation- 
al costume, and with his hair nicely plaited 
down his back, carrying a scroll of ‘paper 
in his hand, made a rush to get through 
the crowd, gesticulating wildly and uttering 
something in an unknown language. Re: 
collections of the fate of Sun Yet rose in 
the minds of the spectators. Was this an 
attempt to kidnap the motor-car or the 
gallant tar who represented Admiral Nelson. 
on the quarter-deck of the Victory? No- 
body knew, but the Celestial was prompt- 
ly surrounded by spectators and bun. 
dled to the rear. There he explained in 
very broken English that he meant no 
harm, but merely wished to present a peti- 
tion to somebody—it did not matter whom 
—praying for the recall of Li Hung-chang 
to London. It appeared that the China 
man, who has no fixed means of livelihood, 
but has existed sporadically in London for 
several years, was what is called “in 
clover” ‘during the enthusiasm for every- 
thing Chinese during his great countryman’s 
residence in our midst, and wished him 
back in order that the haleyon times might 
be renewed. A man in the crowd, who 
said he could ‘work the oracle,” kindly 
agreed to take charge of the petition, and 
the Chinaman was consoled for the loss of 
Li Hung-chang in a hostelry in Farringdon 
Street. 

Tue Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal ap- 
pears to be a very outspoken person. A 
telegram of the 27th ult. from Calcutta 
says -— 

‘The foundation stone of the new extensive 
sewage and drainage works for Calcutta 
and suburbs was laid by the Lieutenant- 
Governor this afternoon in the presence of 
a very large gathering. In reply to an ad- 
dress presented by the Municipality, the 
Lieutenant-Governor (Sir A. MacKenzie), 
in a lengthy and quite unexpectedly severe, 
caustic, and scathing speech condemned the 
Calcutta Municipality in the plainest possi- 
blo language... He etd they were all tall: 
and no work. ‘They shielded private intor- 
ests and let the city go to the dogs. They 
were not business men. They condemned 
and hampered their Executive simply be- 
cause the Executive tried to do its work. 
They wished certain of their officers to be 
crucified, while crucifixion they considered 
was too good for the Health Officer, who 
should be immolated, and they had appoint. 
ed a Committee for the pupose. Crloutte 
was in a most disgraceful state. He had 
appointed a special Committee to report on 
‘the sanitary condition of Calcutta. That re- 
port had been submitted. It disclosed au 
appalling state of affairs and would shock 
even a Municipal Commissioner to read it, 
Calcutta was blot, a foul stain, on this great 
Empire, and unless the Municipal Commis- 
sioners set about mending matters in real 
earnest the Government would be compell- 
ed to step in and take all power out of their 
hands. The speech was listened to with 
rapt attention and produced the profound- 
est sensation, but there is no doubt it was 
well deserved. The Commissioners will 
probably resign.

GERMANY AND ENGLAND. 

28th Dec. 
Unper the above heading a writer in 
a recent number of the British Review 
asks a question which is very pertinent 
at the present time: “What is the 
meaning of the abuse lavished on Eng- 
land by the German Press?” He 
shows that it must not be believed, 
though there is a strong belief to that 
effect in England, that the German 
Press as a.whole relies for its inspira- 
tion on the government. ‘he leading 
newspapers in Austria aud Germany as 
in England are very prosperous concerns, | 
written with great ability, well supplied 
with telegraphic and other news, and 
deriving their profit from their sale and 
their advertisements, not from any 
Government subsidy. “'I'his being so, 
we,may take it for granted that the 
German papers as a body are not likely 
to join in an organised vituperation of 
England aud England’s policy, unless 
they felt convinced that systematic 
attacks on this country would, to say 
the least, not be distasteful to their 
public.” 

‘The writer goes on to ask why, then, 
German’ sentiment is unfavourable to 
England. We cav cordially agree with 
all bis reasons why Germany and Eng- 
land should be good friends in the 
present and future as in the past. 
‘Tn institutions, in religious, political, 
and social ideas, as well as in race and 
language, Germany and England are 
more nearly akin to each other than 
either of tiem is to any other Euro- 
pean uation, Germans, as we are 
all aware, are the only foreigners who 
become really Anglicised by residence in 
England; and though the English 
residents in’ the Fatherland are rela- 
tively few in number compared with the 
German sojourners in England, they 
adapt themselves to German life fur 
more easily than they do to that of 
other countries.” We English residents 
in China need no outside assurance of 
the readiness with which Germans and 
English amalgamate when brought into 
contact. {0 Hongkong and in every 
treaty port we are always working 
shoulder to shoulder in business as well 
as in our hours of recreation, and 
most of us have as valued friends among 
Germans as among our own fellow- 
countrymen, ‘To most of us out here, 
if not to all, the attacks of the German 
Press on England and the English 
Press on’ Germany—for there are, of 
course, two sides to the picture—are as 
-mnoaccountable as they are unreasonable. 
‘The keenest competition in business 
happily does not necessarily carry with 
it avy personal dislike to our competi- 
tors,

does not hesitate to say that the normal 
feeling of the British public is oue of 
genuine goodwill towards Germeny, and 
he holds that it is a not “unaatural 


feeling being reciprocated. “The Eng- 
lish nation is strangely blind to the fact 
that the power, the prestige, the naval 
supremacy, the fre institntions of Eng- 
land, her immunity from revolution, 
and her insular security, are all causes 
of offence to our neighbours.” 
Germans are weighed down by the vast 
army that they are obliged to maintain, 
and they not only envy England her 
greater security, but think that if Eng- 
land would ahandon her isolation, aud 
throw in her lot with the Triple Alliance, 
it would he possible to bring about a 
general disarmament, to which France 
would have to accede. Because England 
declines to join any European alliance, 
she is accused of selfishness ; and the 
selfish do not get many real friends. 

It is then suggested that it is 
possible “that German statesmen may 
seriously imagine the best way to force 
Great Britain into espousing the side 
of Germany is to frighten her with 
the consequences that may ensue from 
her isolation. At the time of the 
Emperor's abortive intervention in the 
‘Transvaal ”—an intervention confined 
toa telegram that we now learn was 
sent without any sinister intention— 





“an eminent German diplomat stated | 
that the grievance of the Imperial | 


Government against England was ‘that 
she reaped all the benefits of the peace 
secured by the 'I'riple Alliance, while 
she declined to bear any portion of the 
burden required for its maintenance.’ 
Given this view of German sentiment 
as correct, it is not difficult to under- 
stand why the expediency of a Press 
crusade against Englaud should have 
commended itself to the German Govern- 
ment, and why the suggestion should 


have’ been eagerly adopted by the! 


Press.” We fancy, however, that Ger- 
man statesmen know the English 
character too well to think England 
can be bullied into friendship. No 
German worthy to be called a states- 
man would convert such an opinion 
even if he held it into principle of 
action. 

‘As we have already said, it is a 
mistake to suppose that the attacks are 
all on one side. ‘There is much com- 
mercial jealousy of Germany in England, 
which shows itself in such ways as the 
stupid “Made in Germany” craze which

| those of any other European Power, and. 
our feelings, in the long run, go with 
our interests.

Its completion 
will mean 2,300 miles of railway in 
operation in’ the Flowery Kingdom, 
equipped with the most improved ap- 
hanes atid rolling stock and most of 
the equipment furnished by American 
manufacturers, 

“The Chinese Constrnetion Company 
(practically Louis Spitzal & Co.) is 
capitalised at £20,000,000 or $100, 
000,000, which is guaranteed by the 
Chinese Government. As a starter 
for the Hankow-Vantou-Soochow lines, 
the ‘'sungli Yamén has authorised the 
Chinese Director of Railways, Sheng 
‘aotati (sic), to borrow T'ls. 20,000,000. 
‘The Northern Superintendency is to 
furnish Tls.3,000,0000f this suin and the 
Southern Superintendency 7,000,000. 
‘The Chinese tael is equal to $1.40 (sic). 

“The American corporation will work 
in conjunction with the English corpor- 
ation. In the equipment of the railroad 
systems which are projected it is said 
the American concern will farnish the 
equipment and the English corporation 
will build the road. ''his will be done 
in accordance with the expressed wish 
of Li Hung-chang, who was converted 
to American methods of handling and 
building rolling stock during his trip 
across this continent.” 

Then the Tribune gives a sketch of 
the busiyess life of Mr. Spitzel, who is, 
we learn, Li Hung-chang’s controlling 
genius; but we should hardly have 





thought, considering the result, that 
Mr. Spitzel was anxious to. have it 


known that “when the war broke out 
with Japan, he acted as chief purveyor 
of guns and ammunition to China. . . 
It was Spitzel who negotiated the Castle 
loan of 130,000,000 taels last year 
which the British ministry stopped.” 
—And yet they tell us that Great 
Britain has lost all influence in China. 

It will be remembered that tenders 
were invited for the supply of eight 
locomotives for the Peking-Tientsin 
lines, and that ths agents of Baldwins 
sent in the lowest tender, which was 
accepted. ‘The Chicago folk are now 
blandly told that this was the result of 
the combined influence of Spitzel and 
Li Huvg-chang’s visit to the Baldwin 
works, ‘The order was given, we learn, 
immediately after Li’s return to China, 
“and in spite of the influence of Li’s 
English Superintendent, Kinder.” It is 
added that there has been a serious 
fight between Li Hung-chang and Chang 
Chih-tung, because the latter wants all 
the material to come from his Hanyang 
Tronworks, and Li is determined that it 
shall come from the States, 


‘This is followed hy a brief sketch of 
r. Grant :— 

“He is in appearance a typical 
Scotchman, with grayish, close-cut side- 
whiskers and a shrewd glance, with con- 
siderable of humour init. His dress and 
gait are those of a Britisher. He is 
about 45 years old. Mrs. Grant is also 
at the Virginia, and, it is said, will ac- 
company her husband to China. 

“Mr. Grant was averse to talking of 
his plans yesterday. ‘The company was 
to be a great rival of the American 
Trading Company, he said, but the plans 
would not be completed until next week, 
* Any publication of the facts thus early 
in the day will seriously cripple as,’ he 
said, ‘and if anything is printed abo ¢1% 
I shall certainly deny it.’” 

From another article in the Chicago 
Tribune we learn—and this will be 
good news for the Chamber of Com- 
merce and the shipping community, 
while we trust it will not seriously 
affect the shares of the Cargoboat 
Compavies—that “a $1,500,000 con- 
tract for deepening the harbour of 
Shanghai is the first plum which, it 
is said, the English-American-Chinese 
Railway Construction Company is figur- 
ing on getting from the Chinese Govern- 
ment through the good offices of Louis 
Spitzel, the promoter of the company. 

“Besides the deepening of the harbour 
to admit the largest craft of the world, 
the Chinese city is to be furnished with 
the most complete street railway lines 
that it is possible to build, and an electric 
lighting system will be introduced at 
the same time. The contract for 
dredging is sure to go to an American 
firm, it was said yesterday afternoon, 
and several New York and Chicago 
firms are ready to bid for the entire job 
whenever the company is ready to 
receive the bids. The cost, it is 
thought, will be comparatively small, 
compared with the profits. The plao 
for dredging Shanghai harbour’ is in- 











considerable compared with some of 
the other plans in contemplation.,” 

‘The contract for deepening our har- 
bour has ‘not yet, we are told, been 
actually let, and “it will cost the firm 
that undertakes it at least $80,000 to 
get the dredging machinery on the 
ground and do the work, but, of course, 
the profits will be large.” Meanwhile 
Mr. Grant is being overwhelmed with 
offers from contractors, merchants, and 
manufacturers, anxious to annex some 
of the “ plums” that he and Mr. Spitzel 
are dangling before their eyes.

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Spain and the United States are friendly and 
that there is no reason to fear a conflict“ for 
the present.” This assurance, if genuine, 
hardly tends to increase confidence in the 
situation, On the other hand, all rumours 
of trouble from Washington have ceased. 

On the 16th ult. Reuter’s correspondent 
telegraphed from Washington :— 

It is stated here on good authority that the 
Spanish Government has given General Wey- 
ler to understand that he must push aggres- 
sive operations against the rebels with the 
utmost vigour. Unless he soon achieves a 
decisive victory it is believed that he will be 
recalled. ‘General Weyler,” it is added, 
“ig well aware of the alternatlve, and it is 
expected that the present campaign in Pinar 
del Rio will result in an engagement that will 
put 'a new aspect on the situation in Cuba in 
‘one way or another. General Weyler has all 
the troops he can se—200,000 men—and in 
the present operations commands in person a 
division of more than 60,000 men, while 
Maceo, against_whom he is now operating, 
has only about 7,000, Spain having complied 
with all General Weyler’s wishes as to the 
number of troops he is to dispose of, is now 
expecting some results. Gen. Lee, the United 
States Consul-General at Havana has aequaint- 
ed tho Administration here with these facts, 
and President Cleveland is simply awalting 
events and will shape his course according to 
inture developments.”

huge force is content. to stand on the defer 
sive. The sort of thing cannot goon; and if 
the United States say so one day to Spain, 
there will be no reason to be surprised. 
America has great interests in Cuba, and it 
has just obtained from us a full geknowledg- 
ment of its overlordship in the New World, 
Botween sentiment and business it is very 
likely to feel compelled to step in one of these 
days, Besides, we must allow that it is fairly 
entitled to have a say in this case. Unless 
Spain makes haste to act with more effect, 
the time will certainly come when the United 
States will speak. ‘The patriotic obstinacy— 
lind and contumacious if you please, but yet 
aanly—shown by Spain presents a very sik 
ing contrast to the good sense of Italy in face 
of its troubles in Abyssinia. 


‘The good sense of Italy referred to above 
has been shown in the peace she concluded 
with King Menelik, England having used 
her good offices with Italy, and Russia with 
the Abyssinian monarch. ‘The great joy 
of the treaty to the Italian people was the 
return of the prisoners, while Italy could 
not but be pleased with the terms of King 
Menelik’s statesmanlike and -sympathetie 
letter announcing his signature of the 
treaty. 

In the Times of the 19th ult. is a Reuter's 
telegram from St. Petersburg giving a very 
clear sketch of Russia’s position in reference 
to the closing of the Dardanelles :— 

Contrary to the opinion lately exy d by 
some Russian newspapers that onc of the chief 
factors capable of bringing about a rapproche- 
ment between Great Britain and Russia would 
be the granting to the latter Power of the 
right of iree egress for her” warships from the 
Black Sea, it 18 stated in. well-informed quar- 
tera that the Russian Government still ad- 
heres resolutely to the position which it has 
taken up, on the strength of existing treaties, 
in the first rank of which is the clause relating 
to the Black Sea. This clause, so far from 
being disadvantageous, is a valuable guarantee 
for the Muscovite Empire, f-r though i 
indeed, an obstacle to the egress of ‘Russian 
‘men-of-war from the Euxine, it constitutes an 
equivalent obstacle to the entrance of forei 
ships into this sea, and consequently an indi- 
rect safeguard for Russia’s southern coast, as 
well as for her weak and newly-created Black 
Sea fleet. Now, the most elementary princi- 
ples: of logic’ and equity would prevent the 
Fight of eqres from the Black. Sea being 
granted to Russia while ‘other nations were 



























still debarred from entering it. On the other 
hand, however, it has to be borne in mind 
that in time of peace vessels bound for or from 
the Far East with Russian soldiers or muni- 
tions of war are at perfect liberty to pass the 
Dardanelles ; and io time of xyr, Russian 
ironclads would probably have little difficulty 
in forcing the passage of these straits if the 
interests of the Empire required that such an 
extreme course should be resorted to. 

In brief, the Russian Government no more 
desires the abrogation of the clause relating 
to ingress to and egress from the Black Sea 
than it does the occurrence of such events as 
the deposition of the Sultan or the fall and 
partition of the Ottoman Empire, which would 
give rise to serious international complications 
in harmony neith« with Russia's aspirations 
nor with her interests at the present time ; 
and, so far from pursuing a policy caleulated 
to give rise to such eventualities, the Govern- 
ment is determined, on the contrary, to shape 
its diplomatic action in such a way as to pre- 
vent or, at any rate, delay their occurrence. 
It was on this principle, moreover, that the 
Cabinet, of St. Petersburg based the policy 
which it has’ pursued ever since the first 
beginnings of the present crisis in the Near 
East, and it has not the slightest intention of 
departing from it. 

‘There is a good deal in the papers about 
the extremely ugly automatic vehicles 
which the new law has allowed to be used 
at home. Most of the vehicles are, to 
judge by the pictures of them, hideous, re- 
sembling very old-fashioned and heavy 
carriages from which the horses have been 
abruptly severed. The first display of 
them, too, was injured by the fact that it 
was organised as acompany boom. There 
is a general complaint in the Press about 
the Inck of design in the motor-cars. The 
Daily News, for instance, says :— 

Our inventors have, of course, all the benefit 
of the century of progress in general princi- 
ples and in mechanical appliances. Yet tie 
astonishing how closely their contrivances re- 
semble the old ones on a merely superficial 
‘iew, ‘The now omnibus is. only less. ugly 
than the “ Enterprise Steam Omnibus” w 
ran between “London and Paddington” in 
the early part of the century. There is this 
difference, however, between the old and new 
conditions. It will not take decades to make 
the vehicles of Saturday look old-fashioned. 
They will age by the year, and by the month. 
‘The wit of man was never before so keen in 
mechanical contrivance asit is now. You have 
only to ‘give your orders:” the engineer 
will do the rest: Tho: first conditions seem 
to be lightness, smoothness of working, free- 
dom from smoke and smell, and, it must he 
added, shapeliness. Some of the machines of 
Saturday were like the monsters of the 
pre-historic age with which they will soon be 
classed. They have not heen made in vain: 
the museums will want them as soon as they 
have left the road. 


The Overland Mail, in commenting again 
on the Premier's Mansion House (?Guild- 
hall) speech, notices one point that is 
passed over by most of the papers, 
that “not one word did he (Lord Sa- 
lisbury) vouchsafe, whether of an explana- 
tory or reassuring character, with regard 
to the relative attitude of the two Powe 
Russia and England) in the Far East 

1¢ Overland Mail goes on to say :— 

Yet we cannot help thinking that the 
subject of this reserve is one ‘of even 
greater gravity than that on which the 

remier felt it possible to speak with 
some complacency. That_the ambitions 
of Russia in the Far East inspire a 
policy and action which directly menace 
very vital interests of Great Britain is 
too obvious to be denied. It may be 
added that no small part of her policy 
towards us elsewhere is moulded by her 
desire to minimise our capacity of re-istance 
to her Asiatic ambitions, which we have 
every reason for believing are directed to 
the extension of her supremacy political 
and commercial over the greater part of 
China, and the consequent exclusion of our 
influence and trade from a field which we 
have for long cultivated and occupied. We 
confess that, in the absence of any direct 












































light from Lord Salisbury upon the ques. 
tion whether there is a favourable pro- 
spect of reconeiling the vigorous policy 
of Russia in Eastern Asia with the main- 
tenance of our interests in that quarter, 
‘we cannot accept without qualification 
Lord Salisbury's optimistic declaration that 
there is no permanent, necessary anta- 
gonism between the two Powers. To the 
outsider it appears that the Far Eastern 
problem does involve a protonged struggle 

mut if Lord Salisbury has in prospect 
assurances from Russia that her designs 
are compatible with the maintenance of our 
interests in those quarters it seems strange 
that he should refrain from any allusion to 
what would really be a ground of the high- 
est satisfaction. 
| The same paper writes in deservedly 
warm terms of the charity shown in Russia 
; towards the victims of the present distress 
in India. Tt says 

It is impossible to refrain from acknowledg- 
ing the evidences of generous and svmpathetio 
feeling which are being manifested in Russia 
towards the British nation aud the sufferers 
in the Indian famine. Whether the inspira- 
tion has come from the highest quarters or is 
‘ simply a spontaneous demonstration of good- 
will it woule be invidious to ask; the move- 
ment, is sufficiently widespread to offer a 

roof of pretty general sympathy and of a 
desire on the part of the Russian people to 
evince their friendliness in a practical 
manner. 


‘The Economist opens with rather a long 
note on the money market -— 

Uncertainty as to the probable courso of 
affairs in the ‘United States. is still” tho 
dominating influence ia Lombard Street. ‘Tho 
reports telegraphed hore from the State 
tovthe immediate eflect of the election of Sir. 
BeKinley are of tho most glowing description, 
We are told that work has been resumed by 
hundreds. of industrial establishments. that 
had previously been standing. idle, onde 
periol of unprralleled industrial activity is 
Eontidently predicted. Tt will bo well, how: 
fever, to aconpt all’ these statements and 

ticiaations ‘rith a gond deal of reserve. 
‘There is no reason to doubt that much work 
that had been suspended in consequence of 
the uncertainty: that. provailed prior to. tho 

election is now being resumed.’ But while 
that may” reatre things to the condition in 
which they were before the silver agitation 
became. seriously menacing, it does not 
necessarily imply that the volume of trade 

ig now assuming unprecedented dimensions. 
‘And although, us we polated out last week, 
the effect of ‘the election will be to greatly 
facilitate the carrying out of the reforms that 
are needed to place the currency system of 
the country on a sound basis, no one can yet 
say what measures are likely: to bo proposed 
or what difficulties may be experienced when 
seeking to give effect to them, ‘Thus, while 
confidence in the ability of the Treasury to 
maintain te reserve has ben very” greatly 
strengthened, it is premature to speak of {¢ 
as having been fully restored, Whether the 
millions of gold that have been hoarded in 
the States during the past four months will 
not be released, and, in part find their way 

back again here, or whether more gold wil 

have to go from this sido in payment of the 
| heavy bill that is being run up for purchases 
|of American produce’ is, therefore, still a 
‘Matter of doubt. And this uncertainty tends, 
of course, to Keep up tho rates for'money 

ere, 

‘The firm tendeney of the market has further 
been strengthened by the. sharp advance 
which has taken place Ya the Indiaa exchange, 
That has advanced to nearly 1s 3d, 
under the combined induence of the reduction 
by the Indian Council of the amount. of their 
weekly drawings and the dearness of money 
In Fadia it may rise still higher. Seeing then 
that under the Indian Currency Act the 
Government give rupees in exchange for gold 
at the ratio of 's. 4d. per rupee, if the exchany 
should rise apprecially absve Is. 4d. it would 
be cheaper to ship gold than to buy Council 
bills and the possibility of such shipments 
being made hes, as we have said, helped to 
stiffen money rates, the quotation for best 
three months’ bills being now 38 per ceut.

writer seems to think is unusually clear. 
The Venezuela difficulty is apparently 
settled, by means of the momentous ad- 
mission on our part, that the United States 
Haron right to interfore, as a principal, 
in every dispute between a European 
Power and an American State. In fact, 
Lord Salisbury is giving up a great deal in 
the future, a great deal more than Europe 
generally is agreed to resign, in order to 
settle a small trouble in the present. Lord 
Salisbury’s Guildhall speech shows that 
he entertains no apprehensions as to the 
course of foreign affairs ; but the Economist 
does not think that much has been really 
gained with regard to Turkey. ** All that 
can be afirmed is that it is the present 
intention of the six great Powers to do 
nothing which may suddenly break the 
peace, and that as they understand each 
other a little better than they did, they 
may be able to succeed in their design. 
That is a great deal better than a con- 
tinuance of bickering, but it is not exactly 
equivalent to full security.” 

In its next article the Economist warns 
investors against rushing into investment 
in motor-car companies. From an article 
on “The Direction of our Foreign Trade” 
we note that in the past nine months 
Germany was our largest customer, taking 
our products and manufactures to the value 
of £17,000,000, the United States coming 
second with £16,000,000. France was third 
with £10,750,000. From a note we learn 
that the output of the Rand for the first 
ten months ot 1896 was 1,874,244 ounces, 
against 2,277,635 ounces for the whole of 
1895, and 2,024,159 ounces for the whole 
of 1894. 

The Satwday Review is concerned to 
know what the Government is going to do 
for London in the coming Session. “If 
London is not to be lost to the moderate 
party at the next County Council election 
and to the Unionist party at the next 
Parliamentary election, London questions 
must peapy the attention of the Govern- 
ment, and Unionists on the County Council 
must give more heed to the representatives 
of the go-ahead wing of their party and less 
to the old fogies.” The two following 
notes show that the Suturday is keeping 
its eye on China :— 

We aro still waiting in vain for an 
nouncement of the benefits which our dip! 
matists have been able to secure for us in 
connection with the promised opening up of 
China. The Russian agreement, providing 
for the carrying of the last stage of the 
Siberian railway across Chinese territory, is 
now no longer denied or doubted; and 
French firm has secured the right to continue 
the Annam railway line across the Chinese 
frontier, vid Chénnan, to Lungchou, and 
ultimately, no doubt to’ Pese. This opens up 
the interior of Kuangsi to French trade, just 
us the projected Red River line to Laokai 
will open up Yunnan. But while France and 
Russia are thus attaining their long-cherished 
aims, we hear nothing of our getting any 
goncessions on the Mekong or the Salween. 
‘We fancy it is the old story: the Chinese 
make concessions to those whom they fear, 
while those who talk civilly are sent away 
with empty promises. Those who know 
China best have maintained for years that 
our representatives in Peking waste 
their breath, as the Chinese officials are 
convinced that we neither can nor will do 
anything to enforce our remonstrances, And 
our good friend Li Hung-chang is reported to 
be again in disgrace. 

‘The rumour that Li Hung-chang is inclining 
toretire into private life represents a phase 
that is very likely to occur in the course of 
the political battles and intrigues that were 
certain to arise on his return. He is known 
to have been impressed by the evidences of 
wealth, industry, and power he witnessed 
during’ his tour, and to be keenly conscious 
of the leeway ‘which China had to make 
up. Contact, after such experiences, with 
the ignorant ‘obstructiveness of the Peking 
Boards might well dishearten a younger man. 
Chinamen are, however, not commonly im- 
polsive, and it is too soon to suppose that he 
has made up bis mind, No one knows better 





























that China cannot be reformed by a rush; 
but he will be supported by the Empress. 
Dowager in trying to inaugurate certain 
measures of . He is known to be 
bent, abore all, oa railwaye ; and is beleved 
to have, in that respect at least, the sym- 
pathy of the Emperor. There are evidences, 
too, that the railway question is bein; 

seriously considered. The difficulty wil 

be to lift it out of the region of oficial 
peddling a peculation, anc it on 
2 sound financial basis. "Li will find very 
little help, even among his own entourage, 
in achieving that pul Shéng, who 
appears to have been made a sort of director- 
general, has the reputation of being one of 
the most, unscrupulous as well as one of the 
ablest of his henchmen. It may be taken as 
a measure of his reputed wealth that he had 
to pay 10,000 taels “gate-money” when 
summoned the other day to Peking. Li him- 
self is said to have to pay 30,000 taels each 
time that he enjoys the privilege of entering 
the capital. 

The first leading article on the Satur- 
day is on the London County Coun- 
cil, Scandal, which is referred to in 
the letter of our London correspondent. 
In its article on ‘ Bismarck’s Revelations 
and the Reichstag,” the Saturday points 
out that the Reichstag is the only place 
where the Imperial Administration ever 
encounters effective popular criticism ; but 
all we learn from the article is that the 
military is exceedingly unpopular with the 
civilian clement in Germany at the present 
time. There is nothing about the Bismarck 
revelations in the article as it stands. 
Goldwin Smith points out that the recent 
Presidential Election, though decisive 
enough, was not a “landslide,” and men- 
tions that the defeated party are venom- 
ously anti-British, so that we have still less 
reason :o mourn their defeat. 

We take the following note from the 
Spectator in reference to the trouble be- 
tween Spain and the United States : 

‘The Times’ correspondent at New York is 
evidently of opinion that the American 
Government hesitates about Cuba, but that 
public opinion will force it to take some ste 
towards either the enfranchisement or the 
annexation of the Island. ‘The puzzle is that 
the Constitution does not, contemplate depen- 
dencies, and Americans do not vesire either 
more negro or more Roman Catholic voters. 
‘They got over this difficulty, however, in the 
case of Utah, which was governed as a 

















Territory for many years, and they may get 
over it in Guba also, especially if they Gan 
conciliate the pure-blooded Spanish element. 


Anyhow, President Cleveland is expected to 
refer to the subject in his annual Message on 
the 4th of December, and the anxiety in Madrid 
to read the terms of that reference is very 
great. The Spaniards aro in no mood to 
endure affront patiently, and there are 
fluential men among them who believe that 
war with the Union is their best way out of 
an impasse. Note as significant that the 
Governors of the maritime Southern States 
are holding consultations about the defences 
of their ports. 


And in the following note there is a very 
weak defene, “che leniency shown to Mrs. 
astle :— 


An American lady, Mrs. Castle, of Wil- 
mington, was on Friday week convicted of 
stealing’ valuable furs, and other articles, 
including toast-racks, from her hotel. It was 
shown that her husband, who was originally 
included in the prosecution, was a man of 
ood character and very large means ; but 
the lady pleaded guilty, and the Magistrate, 
saying that pardon could only be granted by 
higher ‘authority, sentenced her to three 
months’ imprisonment. It was shown after 
the sentence that Mrs. Castle was a true 
kleptomaniac, that she had been watched by 
her family in Wilmington, and that when 
living there her thefts were always treated as 

wurchases and privately paid for. The Home 
Secretary accordingly ordered her release, 
and she returned with her husband to Ameri 
ca, The evidence seems to have been com 
plete, and the release was just ; but there is 
of course the usual comment that a poor 
woman would not have been allowed the 



























benefit of such a defence, That is true ; but 


is it not like saying that a poor woman does 
not obtain such medical comforts as a rich 
one? Mrs. Castle’s wealth was in itself strong 
evidence of the absence of deliberate inten- 
tion to steal, and that evidence must have 
been wanting in the case of her poorer sister. 
The difference of their treatment is due to 
defect of evidence, not to defect in the spirit 
of justice, which. as far as we have noticed, 
isin this country far more sensitive to the 
wrongs of the poor than the wrongs of 
the rich. 

We do not remember seeing any evidence 
that Mrs. Castle's numerous thefts on the 
Continent and in London, of which her 
husband must have been aware, had been 
treated as purchases and privately paid for. 

In its first leading article, on “Lord 
Salisbury at the Guildhall,” the Spectator, 
which is generally staunchly Unionist, 
makes a shrewd hit at Lord Salisbury : 
““We cannot entirely help contrasting in 
the recesses of our mind the magnificent 
decisiveness which the Premier shows when 
policy requires him not to act, with the 
caution and forbearance he displays when 
the policy requested of him is one of 
action.” “The Spectator shows that the 
Venezuela arrangement obliges the Govern- 
ment of the United States hereafter to 
take the general management of the exter- 
nal polities of Spanish and Portuguese 
America into its own hands. Tho dog- 
story this week shows that humour still 
exists in Balliol, while the bitd-story is 
almost commonplace. 

We are decidedly inclined to agree with 
Truth’s comments on the Castle case :— 


So Mrs. Castle has, as T anticipated, been 
let out of prison, The Home Secretary has 
acted on the doctrine that there are a certain 
number of ladies, not mad enough to be pub 
in asylums, but afflicted with a malady which 
impels them” to pilfer, “ Everybedy in 
America," I seo it stated, “feels relioh” I 
should hardly imagine that the American 
shopkeepers are included in this over 
ane,” for now that it is recognised that these 
interesting invalids can_ steal without fear of 
punishment, the malady under which they 
suffer will probably assume an epidemic form. 
I may, at least, express hope that American 
ladies ‘thus afflicted will not visit. this island, 
but will confine their raiding to the shops of 
their own countrymen. This, however, is 
hardly probable, for with us there is not only 
ove law for the rich and another for the poor, 
but one law for American ladies and another 
for English women. 

It has been authoritatively stated that Mr. 
Castle is a man of vast wealth. I have my 
doubts about this. Wealthy Americans are 
rather lavish in their expenditure when on a 
trip in Europe. But Mr. and Mrs. Castle, 
together with their son, aged about twelve, 
alfpigged together in one room ina hotel, 
which was a remarkable arrangement—even 
if they had not been possessors of great 
wealth. And this room seems to have been 
further encumbered by the proceeds of Mrs. 
Castle's larcenies, so that, as stated during 
the trial, it looked more like a museum than 
a bedroom. Should this reach the eye of an 
Californian, he will do me a favour, if he will 
Iet me know whether Mr. Castle is as weal- 
thy as we have been asked to believe. In 
the meantime, I would suggest to that unfor- 
tunate husband that he would be wise to 
separate his son from his mother ; for this 
child must have perceived what were her 
habits, and itis to be feared that, if left with 
her, he will catch theremarkable malady with 
which she is afflicted.

4 PROPOSED CHINESE HosPITaL. 

A good deal of feeling is being aroused 
amongst the foreign community by the 
proposal of Dr. Otte to erect a hospital for 
Chinese on Kulangsu. The Chinese on 
Kulagsu do not number more than 1,000, 
aud the foreigners object to have’ any 
native hospital in their midst, whilst 
they would view without concern tho 
erection of ten ora hundred on the Amoy 
side, where there are some 80,000 natives, 
On the 10th inst. a petition, signed by 49 
prominent members of the community, was 
addressed to the Cousular Body, and a 
reply was received from H.B.M's Consul 
alone, referring to a proposal to establish 
hospital for infectious and- contagious 
diseases. The community, it should be 
pointed out, object to any’ native hospital 
in their midst, and they wish to know 
whether the other foreign Consuls have 
seen the petition, It may be interesting 
to place on record the correspondence in 
the matter.

Sim,—We the undersigned residents and 
property owners on Kulangsu understand 
that it is the intention of one Dr. Otte to 
erect a Heep for Chinese on the fore- 
shore near the Into “ Hauenstein's Hotel.” 

We cousider the erection of a Chineso 
hospital on Kulangsu to be a grave danger 
to public health and also liable to seriously 
depreciate the value of property in its 
neighbourhood. 

We would point out that there is amplo 
space for any number of Chineso hospitals 
ou the Amoy side, if more than the corn 
munity at present maintain there aro re- 
quired, and that there is no need whatever 
t build one on Kulanysu and s0 import 
disease amongst us on that island, 

Further, we would point out that pro- 
vieus “efforts to erect hospitals for  in- 
fectious diseases on Kulan:su have been 
relinquished in deference to public protest. 

We the undersigned, beg the Consular 
Body to institute enquiries and to take 
such steps as they may deom fit for the 
general good of the Foreign Community 
in this matter,

Gesriemes,—I have the honour to ac- 
knowledge receipt of your letter addressed 
to meas Senior Consul with regard to the 
alleged intention of Dr. Otte to establish 
a hospital for contagious and infectious 
diseases on the island of Kulangsu. 

In reply I beg to inform you that I lost 
‘no time in placing myself in communication 
with Dr. Otte. From his letter to me, 
which I herewith circulate for your infor- 
mation, you will perceive that there has 
been a misunders‘anding. De. Otte has 
no intention of establishing a hospital for 
infectious and contagious diseases at 
Kulangsu. 

The hospital for these cases is to be on 
the Amoy side ; all he proposes to have on 
the Kulangsu side is a fow wards for non- 
infectious, non-contagious diseases which 
require special care and surveillance, 
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I venture to trust that Dr. Oite’s expls 
nations will completely remove all appre- 
hensions.

Dear Str,—In answer to your com- 
munication of this morning, permit me to 
state that it is my intention to open a 
dispensary on the Amoy side at the place 
called ‘Tehchiukha. In connection ‘with 
this dispensury there will be a small re- 
ceiving hospital containing from twenty to 
thirty beds. “Here all the patients will be 
received. ‘Those requiring surgical treat- 
ment and those suffering from diseases 
which require very careful nursing, will be 
transferred to the hospital I hope to be 
able to build on this side. This is necessary 
on account of the insanitary condition of the 
‘Tehchiukha side. 

On Kulangsu side I expect to build in 
accordance with the plans which I send you 
herewith, 

Contagious diseases will, under no cir- 
cumstances, be admitted to either hospital. 
Infectious cases will also be carefully ex- 
cluded especially from the hospital to be 
built on the Kulangsu site. Tt seems 
almost superfluous to make this last state- 
ment as no sane man would admit cases 
which might prove a source of danger to 
others to even a general hospital.

Chiningchou is the centre of a most popu. 
lous region and is situated on the Grand 
Canal, so that work there resembles that in 
Central China rather than in the north, 
where the modes of conveyance are so 
laborious.

PROPHETS AT A DISCOUNT. 


Tam able to announce the inveresting fact 
that Chungking is not without prophets,— 
of akind. It seems they have been living 
in our midst for along time and that, uti 
recently, we were in total ignorance of their 
existence. Tt further appears that the said 
Prophets, like many other prophets in 
other'times and places, have been made to 
suffer because of the gratuitous proclama- 
tion of their visions. Somehow the world 
has always trea'ed its best friends harshly. 
Carlyle has told us 60 and a host of other 
sages whose testimony may uot be question- 
ed. Itisnoteasy to obtaina fulland accurate 
account, of our local school ; but enough 
information is forthcoming to show that 
numerically it was not strong—that the 
members did not live in huts “* le of 
the branches of trees,”—that if their dress 
was ‘simple ” it was in no wise distinctive, 
although it is just possible that for « little 
time they njoyed. their meals together 
“in a place cousecrated to the discussion 
of their dreams,” and the best method of 



































expounding their meaning to a cynical 
generation, In any case, these serrs—some 
hslf-dozen ordinary-lool men—were 
courageous enough to proclaim the some. 
what alarming news that the end ofall things 
for Chungking was to occur on the 23rd of 
the present moon. Such was the burden 
of their vision although minor calamities 
were also foretold. The city was doomed 
to be engulfed and the site thereof con- 
verted into a waste of wa‘er. But alas, 
for the prophets and their prophecies | 
Our hard-headed district magistrate at 
once scented evil of some kind in these 
men, and himself scorned to believe their 
report. Manifestly he has no sympathy 
with prophets, for he ordered their arrest, 
and has since sentenced them to a term 
of imprisonment during which period of 
martyrdom they will have leisure to dream 
other and perhaps more accurate drexme, 
It is true that their previous visions have 
not been realised. Five days later than 
the date fixed by the oracles for its anni 
Intion, it is possible to chronicle the exise- 
ence of the city and its environs ; but it is 
equally certrin that some portion of thi 
population accepted the story of the pro. 
phets as possible and not altogether ‘un- 
likely. One man gave it as his opinion 
that Chungking was bad enough for any. 
thing, and that he, at least, would not be 
astonished if the prognostication turned 
out to be true. 
WESTERN EDUCATION. 

It is decidedly cheering to be told that in 
certain Anglo-Chinese colleges the number 
of applicants for admission is now “unpre. 
cedented,” and that the managers of euch 
institutions are often enough embarrassed 
because of the lack of accommodation for 
the students. ‘There is, unfortunately, no 
particular demand for a knowledge of the 
English language here. It is true that 
some eighteen months or so ago a schuol 
for teaching the English language to young 
men did exist unler the high patronage of 
the then Taotai, but while fairly well 
attended, it proved, in the long run, to be 
@ failure and was disbanded. Perhaps 
the incompetency of the native teacher had 




















something to do with its collapse. In any | Gay 
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case it has vot been re-opened, although 
there is a rumour that at Chéngtu an effort 
will be made, with official sanction and under 
official guidance, to.impart Western know- 
ledge in a high school to be shortly opened. 
One can only wish well to this and every 
effort calculated to dispel the oppr-ssive 
ignorance of the masses. But one’s own. 
belief is that education on Christian lines 
is the only method of lift ag China up toa 
higher plane of thought and life, 

il IreMs, 

The American Consul and his brave 
mother have arrived after a most prolonged 
and wearisome passage from Ichang. So 
far no house has been routed and no 
wonder, for rents have gone up to pro: 
hibitory figures. Perhaps. the Japanese 
Consul has sct « precedent which after- 
comers will find it hard to break through, 
It is said that one gentleman has offered 
his property to Consul Smithers for the 
sum of a thousand taels year! (the 
place itself is probably worth Tis. 150!) 
It would certainly be cheaper to buy 
than wive such a price as that... The 
weather continues to be very unsteady, 
and itis a fact that wo have had no autumn 
weather at all. Oh, fora solid month of 
sunshine! Smokers may be interested to 
know that an ‘enterprising native has suc. 
ceeded in making some very decent civar- 
ettes from native-grown tobacco. They 
aro not, of course, pressed ur rolled by 
machinery ; but the ge'-up is creditable to 
the maker, and the smoke is not a bad one. 
Who knows but that ere long * Chungking 
cigarettes” may become a famous market 
commodity? The local maker is named 
Huang, and he happens to be a Roman 
Catholic.

His Excellency Lieut,-General Baron 
Nogi, the new Governor-General, has boon 
® very busy man during the few days 
which have followed his arrival. Besides 
the extra labour occasioned by the out- 
break of plague, he has the plans for tho 
new living quarters for the Government 
officials on his hands; the numerous 
schemes for general improvements through- 
out the island to be considered, and, per- 
haps the most. difficult of all, the’ lose 
study and attention required to pick 
good and the bad in the present admi \- 
tion and to devise such changes as will 
ensure a just and impartial government to 
all, Having reached a conclusion on many 
points, he has had assembled. with “him 
at the capital for the last. few days tha 
head officials of the different. districts 
throughout the island and the Pescadores. 
The following, which is a synopsis of the 
closing addre‘s delivered before the of- 
ficials by his Excellency, is important as

Since then more 
than half-a-year has elapsed, during 
which period vigorous efforts were made 
that there should be .a generalisation of 
administration in all the districts acting 
with the Central Government as adviser 
on even comparatively minute. matters. 
Tn the future the local Gnvernors will be 
given more power in the governing of their 
respective districts, referring to the Central 
vernment in matters of importance,

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“Tr seems positively necessary that more 
local officers be established, at that the 
subordinate officials who are to fill those 
pests be appointed from the respectable 
class of natives as far as possible, with the 
view of improving the understanding be- 
tween Japanese and Chinese, and insuring 
more consideration for the wants of the 
latter. 

“The preparatory investigations affecting 
these changes have been made and the 
matter will be laid before the eoming session 
of the Imperial Diet which meets this 
month, with the hope that the result. will 
be favourable, so that it will be possible to 
introduce the corrected form of adminis- 












tration in Formosa the first of next April. 
“We are placed here among a people who 
differ from us in language, dress, and eus- 


tom, and it seems specially necessary that 
for the establishment of law and vrder, 
the enforcemmut. of our laws be placed in 
the hunts of police remaining for a long 
term in the island, who can become familiar 
With the character and habits of the native 
Population. Occasional riots and petty 
Febellions, it is likely will occur for several 
years, From such disturbers the peace- 
ful natives must be protected, and to do 
80 effectually our present force of police 
must he greatly augmented. 

“We extremely regret the unfortunate 
condition in which some of the natives of 
the islind were thrown during the late 
disturbances; hut now that peace is 
restored in their distriets, it is important 
that strenuons efforts be made to restore 
public contidence and assist the natives in 
Texaining their former condition of pro- 
sperity. 

“The establishment uf various industri 
the improvement of the means of transport~ 
ation, innovation in sanitary works, and 
the introduction of an educational system, 
are all works of immediate necessity for our 
welfare in the island. But there is still 
another and a greater value in them when 
we consider th»t the ultimate effect in 
Plicing before the vatives for their con- 
ence xs well as ours these arts of 
civilisation, will no doubt be to eonvince 
them that our intentions are good and that 
we are sincere in our wish to benefit them. 
Generally speaking, work on these improve- 
ments has already’ been commenced, and 
Tam in position ‘to state that it will pro- 
ceed in due course, and the local officers 
are requested to give all possible assistance 
in their respective districts to such work. 

“The habits and customs handed down by 
their ancestors are deeply impressed upon 
the minds of the Chinese inhabitants, and 
to such an extent that they are generally 
more highly respected than even the laws 
of their Inna, In Formosa we should allow 
them perfect freedom of action in these 
matters, s0 far ns they do not interfere 
the administration of our laws or encroach 
upon the liberties of others. Thus the 

wees, the foot-binding, the dress, should 

e left to their choice, and as to the use of 
opium it will be tolerated with certain 
restrictions, until period arrives when the 
entire abolition can be effected.”

That this sometime 
Radical stronghold, the birthplace of 
John Bright and the constituency of 
Richard Cobden, should be chosen as 
the locale of the greatest Conservative 
gathering of the year is a curious ex- 
ample of the change which the Home 
Rule movement has brought about, even 
though it be conceded that the present 
Conservative member for Rochdale owes 
his seat to the Independent Labour can- 
didate who split the opposition vote. 
Lord Salisbury did not attend the Con- 
gress this year, but Mr. Balfour was there, 
and in his speech at the great mass meeting 
which is always held in connection with 
the Congress he seized the opportunity to 
offer x word of much needed warning to 
the Churchmen who have been demanding 





RATE AID FOR VOLUNTARY SCHOOLS. 
Mr. Diggle, ex-Chairman of the School 
Board for London, had tried the same day 
to induce the Congress to pass a resolution 
virtually in favour of rate aid, but the 
delegates were tuo wise to commit them- 
selves as the Bishop done. And 
Balfour, after frankly admitting the 
failure of the Government to deal with the 
subject last year, solemnly warned Church- 
men that it would be madness in the 
present condition of public opinion to 
alienate any large body of those who are 
favourable to voluntary schools by bring- 
ing forward proposals with which they 
would find it impossible to agree. It is 
therefore pretty clear that whatever 
the Government may do for the Church 
schools they will not allow them to take 
money from the rates. Apart from the 
education question very little light was 
thrown on the Government programme in 
the coming session ; and the probability is 
that her Majesty's Ministers will be con- 
tent next year with quite a modest list of 
measures. Their experiences of last year 
ought certainly to have eonvineed them 
that what the country wanted when it 
j returned them to power was a rest from 
| considerable legislative changes. 
In the great 
FOREIGN QUESTIONS 
which still overhang us there has been but 
| Tittle development during the week. ‘The 
‘opening of the Reichstag at Berlin has 
| concentrated interest upon the recent re- 
velations of Prince Bismarck ; but beyond. 
intensifying distrust in the German Em- 
peror the disclosures have not had much 
ffect upon this country. Englishmen 
cumot quite see how the secret treaty 
which Bismarek concluded with Russia can 
be regarded otherwise than. as an act of 
' perfidy towards Austria; and when Bis- 
| marek states that the Rusco-German secret 
| treaty was directed against England he is 
|so obviously stating what is not true that 
|we can afford to sinile. The significance 
| of the whole story lies of course in the fact 
| that the Emperor William dismissed Count 
‘aprivi, whose foreign policy seems to 
have been conducted upon honest lines, 
‘and replaced him by a Bisinarekian. 
i THE KAISER'S POLicy. 
On the other hand the Emperor seems 
particularly anxious just now to assure 
England of his good will, and last week he 
commissioned the Earl of Lonsdale to ex- 
plain for him that when he sent the famous 
j telegram to President Kriiger just after 
| the Jameson raid. he ‘had no intention ‘of 
offending this country. In making this 
explanation, however, Lord Lonsdale let 
slip another observation which has at- 
tracted far greater attention than the 
Kaiser's apology. 
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THE JAMESON RAID. 
“The facts,” Lord Lonsdale said, 
“were these. ‘President Kriiger asked 
for assistance; His Majesty (the 
Kaiser) declined it. There was then 
one of the most preposterous raids ”— 
and so forth. Lord Lonsdale has’ since 
explained that this was not part of the 
statement which the Kaiser authorised 
him to make; but nevertheless it may 
fairly be assumed that the noble Earl got 
his information on the point from the 
Kaiser, If Kriiger really asked assistance 
from.Germany he was guilty of an act of 
bad faith towards this country which, if it 
did not justify the Jameson raid, at least 
palliated it; and the fact would have a 
very decided bearing on the indemnity 
which it is understood that Oom Paul is 
about to demand from the Chartered Com- 
any or from the British Government, 


TROUBLE IN THE L. ¢. ©. 

‘The Progressive party on the London 
County Council are in a very tight place. 
‘The Globe newspaper recently published 
some startling disclosures with regard to the 
accounts of the Works Department of the 
County Council; and an enquiry has 
Entirely borne out the statements of the 
Globe, ‘with the result that some half dozen 
prominent officials of the Works Depart- 
ment have been or will be dismissed. 
The Works Department, it may be neces- 
sary forme to explain, is a department by 
means of which a good deal of the build- 
ing work of the Council is done directly 
instead of through the medium of con- 
tractors. It was instituted mainly at the 
instance of the labour members of the 
Council, whose principal object was to 
ensure that all workmen employed on 
County Council jobs should receive the 
full Trade Union rate of wages, At the 
same time they of course urged that the 
County Council would save money by 
doing the work itself instead of accepting 
tenders from contractors. ‘The Moderates, 
on the other hand, contended that the 
Council was not qualified to set up asa 
builder, and that the establishment would 
lead to extravagance and perhaps to job- 
bery. Now the Moderates declare that 
they are justified, It is proved that there 
has been'a wholesale cooking of accounts— 
not carried out for the sake of peculation 
but in order to make out that the Worl 
Department had been more successful than 
it really had been. ‘The only defence that 
the Progressives can offer is that the clerks 
have been driven to thesé misdeeds by the 
unfair attacks which were made upon the 
Works Department whenever an estimate 
‘was exceeded. ‘The Moderates, on their 
part, contend that these cookings of ac- 
counts were so systematic, and of so little 
Personal advantage to those guilty of them, 
that they must have been inspired by 
some one in authority ; and hint that the 
guilty ones aze to be looked for among the 

rogressive County Councillors. There is 
to be a further searching enquiry into the 
whole matter.

(8) With reference to the ease of the 
licentinte Wang Ching-hsien, who appealed 
personally to us this day, we hereby com-

the Six Boards and Provincial Commander- 
in-Chief of Kansu, jointly report the sub- 
jugation of the North Tatung Mahommedan 
rebelsand the capture by assault of ten large 
fortified “rebel villages’ in that district, 
North Tatung is a place fortified by nature, 
added to which it abounds in deep moun- 
tain streams which are at times unford- 
able. Here, secure in the strength of their 
fastnesses, ‘the rebels had made North 
‘Tatung their headquarters in that part of 
the province and defied the Imperial troops 
to take the place. It flanked the Toba 
rebels’ villages forming, as it were, mutual- 
supports to each other. Itappears that soon 
after the subjugation of the Toha rebels by 
the Bunan army under Wei Kuang-tao, 
Guvernor-designate of Shensi, the remnants 
of those bands fled to North Tatung and 
joined forces with the rebels there, who 
Were already formidable enongh by re:son 
of their numbers and general ferocity. AG 
this place memorialists heard that the 
Mahonmedans declared their intention to 
fight to the death, and their chiefs frequent- 
ly sent marauding bands in the plains to 
massacre and plunder wherever they could. 
‘The Kansu Corps under the second. 
memorialist were therefore ordered to 
clear the rebrls from North Tatung and 
pacify the whole district. After a laborious 
march over hill and dale, in the midst 
of keen cutting winds and heavy snow- 
storms, it being the commencement of 
spring, our troops succeeded in reaching 
their destination without any serious 
‘The second memorinlist then 
divided his. forces into several bri 

gades, with orders to enter North Ta- 
tung through different passes. ‘There 
were many desperate battles fought amidst 
snow and ice; bub our trovps were 
victorious in every battle and succeeded 
at last in ousting the rebels from their 
fastnesses by the 17th of July last. In 
this way memorialists are able to report 
that the prefectures of Kanchou and 
Liangchou are now purged of every rebel 
band and peace and quiet reign o ,

THE PHILHARMONIC. CONCERT. 











The Philhar.aonic Society gave their first 
Concert of the season, and the twenty-6fth 
of the series, at the Astor Hall on 
Thursday evening, the 23rd instant. It 
was a bitterly cold night, when a comfort- 
table fireside at home is additionally at- 
tractive, and therefore the large audience 
assembled, completely filling the commo- 
ious hall, proved how firm a hold on the 
public the PhilharmonicSociety has secured. 

According to the programme there were 
four numbers for the orchestra, three of 
which were played but one had to give way 
to a substitution that will be noticed later 
on. The opening piece was Weber's time- 
honoured and ever welcome overture to 
“Der Freischutz,” never before essayed 
by the members, which was given with 
commendable precision, and showed the 
careful study that had been devoted to it 
under the skilful direction of Commander 
Vela, the conductor. The second orchestra 
number was Haydn's Fifth Symphony, frst 
performed by tho Society som» five years 
ago, the many difficulties of which had been 
generally mastered, though in some parts it 
taxed severely the resources ofthe orchestra. 
The two first movements were given as the 
conclusion of the first part of the pro- 
gramme, the remainder being given as tho 
‘opening of the second part, and of these 
the finele wan most sucresstul. The feat 
orchestral piece, the ‘Danse Macabre’ of 
Saint Saens, with which the programme 
closed, was’ played for the first time in 
Shanghai, and was most creditable vo the 
members and conductor, as it bristles with 
difficulties which can only be overcome by 
skill and pationce, that had clearly been 
devoted to it. It was a matter of regret to 
notice the absence from the orchestra of 
several well-known members who for years 
have been able supporters of the Society, 
and it is to be hoped that their absence 
is merely temporary, but it was observed 
with pleasure that the orchestra is now 
reinforced by the return of the two clever 
young ladies whose valuable assistance has 
always been gratefully recognised by the 
public. On this occasion also the Society 
was fortunate in obtaining the assistance 
of M. Merck, the professional ‘cellist now 
visiting Shanghai, who not only took part 
in the orchestral pieces but played a 
couple of solos in the second part of the 
programme. 

Indeed the programme was rich in in- 
strumentsl gems, for No. 3 was set down 
for a violin solo by Miss Macleod, who 

layed De Beriot's “Second Fantaisio 

allet.” Shanghai residents who love good. 
music have watched with much interest 
this young lady's marvellous progress with 
the difficult instrument she plays and are 
justly proud of her, as it is really wonder- 
ful that she has attained such a pitch of 
excellence in so short a period. The 
opening of De Beriot’s exacting composition 
showed a little uncertainty, which vee due, 
it is understood, to the extreme cold on 
the stage that at first hampered the fair 
performer, but this was of very, brief 
existence, for warming up to the difficult 
execution of the piece, Miss Macleod ren- 
dered it in a style that thrilled the audience 
and satisfactorily displayed her own un- 
doubted musical genius. ‘Tone and execu- 
tion were excellent and throughout nearly 
| faultless, and the performance was rendered 
more astonishing by the fact that it was 
played from memory. Miss Macleod pos. 
sesses an exceptionally good instrument, 
and what is to tho advantage of her audience 
{knows thoroughly well how to display its 
excellences. It is needless to say that the 
piece was rapturously applauded at its con- 
clusion, and though the physical exertion 
of rendering it must have been trying, the 



























young lady was kind enough to appear 
again and give as an encore piece tho 
“Sérénade” by Pierné, recently given in 
public by both M. Ovide Musin and M. 
Merck. “How daintily, sympathetically, 
and skilfully, and with tender expression, 
it was played can scarcely be adequately 
described, while the audience were com- 
pletely enchanted with it. 

That a professional artist like M. Merck 
should express a wish to take part in the 
Society's Concert shows his extreme good 
will, and the opening performance’ on 
‘Thursday last will be long remem- 
bered for the great treat his solos 
afforded to the audience. No. 7 on tho 
programme, which included two pieces for 
the full orchestra, was cut out so as to 
give M. Merck his opportunity, as other- 
wise the programme would have been too 
long. The first piece the artist gave was 
an Andunte by Bach, accompanied by a 
quartette of strings, and was charmingly ex- 
ecuted, M. Merck as usual proving himself 
athorough master of a difficult instrument, 
while his wonderful skill was a revelation to 
those amongst the audience who had not. 
an opportunity of previously hearing him,” 
and a gratification to all, “That he was so 
correctly accompanied by four members 
of the Society was also notable, as it had 
only heen possible to have one rehearsal 
of the piece. As a second solo M. Merck 
gave the Chanson Nupolitaine played. b 
him at his second concert on the 17ti 
instant, and the applause at the conclusion 
was so enthusinstic that the artist gave 
as an encore piece Godard’s dolightful 
Bercense, and with this lovely piece the 
audience had perforce to be contented, 
though they would gladly have received 
more. 

Thursday's concert introduced to_ the 
Shanghai public a new vocalist in Mrs, 
Fried, who made a distinctly good 
pression by her rendeting of Mascheroni's

her voice being pleasing, powerful, and true, 
and her clear enunciation an example to 
amateur vocalists. ‘The song was vociferous- 
ly applauded, and as an encore Mrs, Fried 
gave a song by Suppé, again with great 
Success, Mrs. Fried is decidedly an acqui- 
sition to the concert platform, No. 2 in tho 
second part of the programme was accorded 
to Mrs. T. Brown, whose finished singing 
of Frances Allitsen’s A Song of Thanh. 
ing was highly appreciated, it breing 
given with yreat taste and correr‘tnoss. 
Mrs, Brown's fine and highly traiored sing 
ing is always listened to with pleasure, $0 
that it is no wonder that tbe audience 
loudly demanded an encore, ‘This was 
dly complied with by Mrs. Brown 
who gave Titania's Flowers by Lisn Leh- 
mann, a charming compos ition little known 
in Shanghai. There Vas only one more 
vocal number in the programme, Massenet's 
“Chant Provengal’’ from Mireille, but 
owing to nervourness caused by a. first 
appearance, the vocalist, M. Débeauchamp, 
scarcely did *simself justice, nor gave his 
good voice 9. proper chance.

Had the shell exploded and had 
the commander of the Tsiyuen not proved 
such a coward, he could have sunk the best 
vessel of the Japanese navy.

THE TRIBULATIONS OF A 
CHINAMAN. 


To the Editor of the 
Norra-Cava Dany News. 


Sim,—i have very recently learnt that 
the Municipal Couneil are proposing to 
increase the tax again from next year on 
native premises. May I ask if they are 
proposing to increase the rate on foreign 
premises too ? 

I haye also learnt that the Council are 
proposing to increase the tax on wheel- 

‘ows too. Each batrow is originally 
licensed 200 cash per month but I hear it 
will be increased to 400 cash per month. 
This is also a very cruel act. Just think 
how poor those barrow coolies are—they 
only get a few cents for tunning great 
distances. 

The Chinese merchants have suffered 
pret losses in recent years as business has 

en'so slack and Mexican Collars are so 
cheap just now—one Mexican is only worth 
900 copper cash at present, while years ago 
it was worth 1,050 cash or perhaps more, 

It is very cruel indeed to exact from 
these Chinese such a big amount of taxes 
while they don’t earn much enough to 
supply a couple of bowls of rice each tay. 

Why should we be subjected to such 
ill-treatment like this? We earn very little 
and have to pay heavier taxes thrn foreign- 
ers, yet the streets and places where 
Chinese dwell are not kept so clean like 
those occupied by foreigners. Complaints 
have often been made to the Council for 
the bad condition of roads such as those 
made with rough cobble-stones—those 
parts where foreign houses stand are motal- 
jed and macadamised properly. The Chi- 
nese residents on those rough stone streets 
are subjected to great inconvenience and 
discomfort. It sometimes happens that 
when the Municipal dust cart or other 
heavy description of vehicles passes along 
the street, vases and other ornaments were 
shaken down on to the floor—and further, 
the incessant running of carriages caused s0 
big a noise that that the residents living 
on those stone streets could scarcely sleep 
well in the night, 

Notwithstanding the many complaints 
being made, the Council never make any 
attempt to effect a repair ! 

About one third part of the whole Chi- 
nese population in the Settlements are in 
the employ of foreign firms, Since the 
Council have repeatedly increased the 
Municipal taxes, why don't they ask the 
foreign employers to increase the wages of 
their Chinese servants too? As far as T 
could learn, these Chinese employees have 
received no increase at all, but on the con- 
trary, they have often got reduction in 
their wages. How can they then afford to 
pay for such enormous amount of taxes ? 

Out of the revenue collected from the 
natives, the Council have derived much 
benetit—they’ve established the Public 
Garden and Public School which are only 
for the good of foreigners. Natives pay 
taxes heavier than foreigners, and yet the 
former are not allowed to be admitted into 
either of the Public Garden or the Public 
School. 

I may say that the majority of tho 
Chinese residents are temporarily removed. 
here from other ports during the late war. 
If the Municipal taxes are too heavy they 
will, I think, soon return to their original 
ports. I myself will get off from this port 
if the Council are really going to raise the 
taxes next year. Many will then follow 
our examples, and they will probably go to 
the newly opened ports of Hangchow and 

jow—in fact there will be a great 
exodus from the Settlements. In this case, 
the Settlement will lose its glory and pro- 
sperity which attend it at present, 

I venture to hope, therefore, that the 
Council will re-consider the matter over 
again in next meeting and see what thoy 
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can do to avoid any further increase in the 
Municipal taxes which are already so great.

In an ambuscade on the night of the 
14th of December, the Civil Gaard in 
Paranaque killed "five rebels.

were wanted by the authorities. 

A wire ‘from the Commander-General of 
Central Luzon was received at Manila on | 
the 12th of December, stating that « brush |

300 rehels near the rivers Criosa, Bucayoy, | 
and Bayoyo, where 24 rebels were killed. 
The ftroops had 4 wounded. The troops j 
arrived at Orani after fourteen hours’ 
march, 

‘Tiree ‘natives—Gregorio Jued, Antonio | 
Porluces and Mateo Gasmin—were execut- | 
ed on the morning of the 15th of Decem- 
ber, at Manila, after having been found 
guilty of robbery and double murder. 

For being found guilty of treason and 
rebellion, Calixto Arco, Procopio Evange- 
lista, Francisco Jimenez, and Pedto Torres 
were executed on the morning of the 14th 
of December, in the Bagumbayan. 

A rebel spy was caught on the afternoon 
of the 14th of Decombes is Paranaque. 
‘The man, when apprehended, pretended to | 
be drunk to avoid explanations regarding | 
his doings. 

Another execution of six prisoners tov 
place on the morning of the 17th of De- 
cember, in the Bagumbayan.

The promoter of 
the mutiny was one Ladislas Nocon, ‘a | 
clerk in the gaol, who was executed along | 
with the others. Ladislas preserved his. 
presence of mind throughout the process,
